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ARMY 'EXPLAINS' SAUCERS 


Professional Rainmakers End Long Drought 
Storms Hit 
East After 
Sky ^Seeded' 


Long Connecticut 
Dry Spell Ends as 
Clouds Are Tapped 


By The Associated Press 


Nature — or professional 


rainmakers — brought crop- 
reviving storms to Connecti- 
cut's dust-dry tobacco and 
vegetable farms Tuesday and 
more scattered showers sprin- 
kled the drought-seared south. 


Less than 18 hours after a firm 


hired by farmers seeded the clouds 
with chemicals, electrical storms 
raced from west to east across 
Connecticut. 


The storms dumped from yz to 


I'/z inches of rain over most of 
the state. 


Some of the heaviest rain fell in 


Connecticut 
Valley—target area 


for the Wallace E. Howell Associ- 
ates of Cambridge. Mass. 


Stop Seeding 


After the downpours, the Dis- 


aster Relief and Research Admin- 
istration, Inc., formed to sponsor 
the project, put the rainmakers on 
stand-by. An advisory committee 
was appointed to determine when 
and if operations would be re- 
sumed. 


The rainmakers were not ready 


to make any claims, however. A 
firm spokesman said results of a 
single day did not constitute con- 
clusive proof. 


"But," he added, "this is what 


success looks like." 


The rain also hit other parts of 


parched New England, Boston re- 
cording .2,33 inches.. - 


First in 37 Day* 


It marked the first substantial 


rainfall in Eastern Massachusetts 
during the 37-day, multi-million 
dollar drought that has withered 
crops and caused hundreds of for- 
est fires. 


More scattered 
light 
showers 


were reported from Virginia to the 
Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama. 
Another area of scattered showers 
was spreading southeastward from 
Missouri and Southern Illinois. 


Recent showers in the Southern 


drought belt have been too light 
and too scattered to afford wide- 
spread relief. In some places, with 
the bulk of the corn and vegetable 
crop burned out, they came too 
ate. 


The long drought has destroyed 


more than a half billion dollars 
worth of corn, tobacco, cotton and 
vegetable crops in the South and 
East. 'Withered pastures h a v e 
caused a feed problem for live- 
stock.

Dixon Cops, 
Firemen Get 
Salary Hike 


'Staggered* Plan 
To Be Effective 
On August Payday 
Dixon's policemen and fire- 


men last night received the 
raise they had been waiting 
for for so long. 


It wasn't the hefty, flat increase 


they'd requested but it was a 
"juggled" compromise plan which 
was scheduled to provide a stag- 
gered wage increase for those 
with more than five years of serv- 
ice. 


The plan, introduced by Police 


Commissioner C. L. Ballard. sets 
up the following 
longevity in- 


creases: Three per cent for more 
than five years service: 6 per 
cent for more than 10 years serv- 
ice; and 9 per cent for more than 
15 years service. This would range 
generally from a monthly S7.50 in- 
crease for five-year men to a $24.75 
increase for 15-year men. 


Effective Aug. 15 


The increase is to go into effect 


Aug. 15, 1952, the next pay day 
for the patrolmen and firemen. 


Ballard, after thanking the coun- 


cil for voting unanimously for his 
proposal, stated that the wage hike 
was the result 
of considerable 


"juggling" on his part with depart- 
ment funds. He said that the ap- 
propriation had allowed him extra 
in some cases—he cited his dog 
catching program which is prov- 
ing self-sufficient—and said he was 
switching the excess over to cover 
the pay increases. ' 
•' " 


Ballard admitted that the present 


grant was "meager" as compared 
to what the two groups had re- 
quested, but he said that it was 
the best possible and "most last- 
ing" solution. 


Will Understand 


He said that he believed the po- 


icemen and firemen would under- 
stand why it was impossible to 
grant the requested increase. 


Ballard had promised his police- 


men and firemen a wage increase 
a few months ago and told them 
hat they would get it before the 
'irst of September. He delivered 
ast night, 27 days early.

The memorial is inscribed, trans-

"Sleep quietly. The mistake will 


lot be repeated." 


Japanese are quick to say thai 
he "mistake" was not the atom 
bombing but Japan's war-starting 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 


At Nagasaki, smashed by the 


second atomic bomb, officials of 
he two cities gathered to protest 
vhat they called America's "cold 
Utitiulc" toward victims of the 
bombings. 


Kyodo News Agency said spokes- 


men for th* cit!?§ contend that the. 
United Stales should provide relief 
for Ihe victims.

Static Electricity 


, Plus Air Pressure 
Produces Saucers 
WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


The Evening Star reported to- 
day that army engineers, 
working with a vacuum bell 
in a laboratory, have pro- 
duced atmospheric phenome- 
na which may explain the 
widespread reports of "flying 
saucers." 
* 


In a .copyrighted story by W. H. 


Shippen, the Star said the experi- 
ments created airborne objects 
which "can speed up. hover indefi- 
nitely, or disappear and reappear 
in a flash." 


It added: 
"The man-made saucers occa- 


sionally fly In formation. More- 
over. they arc believed to have 
substance enough to show up on 
the screen of a radar designed to 
track them." 


Explain Experiment 


What the experimenters did, the 


Star said, was use the vacuum 
bell as a tiny working-model of 
the stratosphere and reproduce 
"two forces— very low air pressure 
which is balanced -against static 
electricity In a way to give off 
light." 


"Experimenters in the research 


and development laboratory 
at 


Fort Belvoir, Va., believe these 
two are the primary factors re- 
sponsible for saucer sightings by 
competent observers," the story 
added. 


The Star published its report on 


the experiments following a night^ 
of rain during which radar screens,"" 
scanning the skies over the Capi- 
tal, showed a flurry of mystery 
objects.

In cities, right-of-way violations were second in impor- 


tance. In the country, it was failure to keep to the right of 
the center line. 
Others were being under the influence of alcohol, im- 


proper passing, and ignoring the signals of a policeman or 
'traffic control device, such as a stop sign or red light.

who suddenly came to our midst, went into highway construction, ran 
up a stylish subdivision, cleared another expanse and started a cot- 
ton ranch watered by rivers of our precious treasure drawn from the 
falling underground water table. 
He has also 


bustled into our local public school politics as a 
very public-spirited, forward-looking fellow. 
He 


was elected to the Country club, which has declined 
to admit some other citizens of admirable charac- 
ter, and into our Old Pueblo club, too. 


Covering the Chicago union rackets and expos- , 


ing some of the foulest rogues unhung, many of 
whom operate in collusion with contractors, I long 
ago unveiled Mike Carrozzo, who began as a mag- 
nate in prostitution and came on to dominate pick 
and shovel labor, mostly Italian in those days, and ««•»«<* r»i« 
mostly ignorant and docile serfs of the padrones. Mike was regional 
satrnp of the Hodcarriers1 and Common Laborers' Union, which, in 
more than 30 years, n*ever held one convention or election. He fur- 
nished thousands of helpless hard-working greenhorns for the con- 
tractors, taxing them for the privilege of working so hard for a mis- 
erable existence, and owed the government a quarter of a million 
dollars in income taxes when he died in luxury at his great estate 
on Lake Michigan. 


Sam Naninl is a rich man as he has not failed to Inform the Tuc- 


son Citizen and he is said to have given the Italian government a lot 
of money for charity. That is, I read that he said so. He made his 
money in paving in Chicago where his Rock Road Construction Co. 
got many contracts for the resurfacing of streets under the late Big 
Bill Thompson. 


This was a terribly corrupt ad- 


ministration, but then, that goes 
for municipal government in Chi- 
cago practically all the time. Na- 
nini had a process which permit- 
ted him to use the original con- 
crete foundation in repaving.

Asthma usually comes on rather 


gradually after a person has shown 
ligns of sensitiveness to some for- 
eign protein substance for a long 
ime. For this reason it is usually 
already well established before di- 
agnosis is made. 


Treatment is consequently diffi- 


cult. Even when the substance 
which has caused the asthma has 
>een identified and removed—and 
this is often hard to do—the asth- 
ma may keep on. 


Shortness of breath and wheezes 


n the chest are the most common 
signs of asthma. The diagnosis, 
lowever, cannot be made until the 
physician has listened carefully 
after the chest and X-ray films 
lave been taken. 


The results of these examina- 


tions show better than symptoms 
do how much of the lung is in- 
volved and the seriousness of the 
condition. 


The location of the difficulty is 


in the bronchial tubes which lead 
from the main breathing tube or 
trachea into the lung tissue. The 
walls of these small passages be- 
come thickened. The passages are 
narrowed and filled up with mucus 
which the lung constantly tries to 
get rid of. 


Spasms or contractions of the 


bronchial tubes often still further 


decrease the space through which 
air can pass into the lungs. The 
shortness of breath, therefore, of 
which most victims of asthma com' 
plain, is caused simply by the 
lungs not getting enough air and 
trying to get more. 


The coughing which accompanies 


asthma is nature's attempt to clear 
out the mucus and enlarge the 
breathing tubes. 
TREATMENTS ARE MANY 


In some cases sinus infection is 


responsible for the asthma and 
treatment of this infection may 
clear up the asthma. The use of an 
iodized oil injected into the bron 
chial tubes has helped some peo- 
ple. 


X-ray treatments and breathing 


of gaseous mixtures containing oxy- 
gen and helium have also been 
tried with success in some cases. 
Application of small doses of cor 
tisone has been reported on favor 
ably. 


Many victims of asthma have 


had to consider moving to loca< 
tions where the protein to which 
they are sensitive is absent and 
where the climate is drier. Such 
change of climate often has helped, 
but it has also failed. 


For this reason the victim of 


asthma who seeks relief by change 
of residence is usually advised to 
try the new location for several 
months or sp before making a per 
manent decision. The best results 
with asthma come when the exact 
cause can be discovered and sepa* 
rated from the victim.

Stevenson Meets Russell: 
Southern Harmony Grows 


SPRINGFIKLD. Ill- — (AP) — 


Democratic piesidential nominee 
Adlai E. Stevenson mapped a con- 
ference with Sen. Richard Russell 
of Georgia today amid signs of 
growing support for the Stevenson- 
Sparkman ticket in the uncommit- 
ted deep South. 
( 
The meeting will be the first 


since the Democratic convention in 
Chicago. Russell, one of the front- 
runners for the nomination in pre- 
convention campaigning, is expect- 
ed to pledge full support and offer 
his help m the coming campaign. 


Promised Support 


The Illinois governor received a 


promise of support Tuesday from 
Mississippi and there were indica- 
tions that South Carolina's Demo- 
crats would find him acceptable. 


Both Mississippi and South Caro- 


lina angrily bolted the Democratic 
party in 1918 because of differ- 
ences over civil rights legislation. 


Support of Stevenson and his run- 


ning mate. Sen. John Sparkman 
of Alabama, also was announced 
from another quarter. A. T. Wald- 
en, an influential deep South Negro 
Democrat of Atlanta, urged elec- 
tion of the Democratic ticket. He 
said Southern Negroes could sup- 
port it "with enthusiasm." 


Mississippi's Gov. Hugh White, 


in a 90-mmute conference with 
Stevenson Tuesday, assured the 
Illinois governor of almost solid 
backing from virtually 
all 
the 


state's top—ranking political lead- 
ers. 


ByriH'h Silent 


The indication that 
Stevenson 


was receiving growing support in 
South Carolina came on the eve 
of that state's convention. The con- 
vention was recessed last April 
when the state party was unwill- 
ing to pledge its support to the 
national party without knowing the 
nominees and platform. 


Gov. James F. Byrnes, a key 


man at the convention, has had 
nothing to say since criticizing the 
party's civil rights plank at the 
Chicago convention, but Sen. Burn- 
et R. Maybank and Sen.
